been commonplace.. It is now time 
for all groups to get together and 
plan their activities in such a way 
as to secure the greatest student 
participation in ALL activities, not 
just the events a club itself spon- 


* sors. 


In the interclub council we see 
one group which has attempted to 
handle the work of co-ordinating 
student activities, but even this 
group does not receive proper sup- 
port from the clubs and organiza- 
tions which send representatives to 
the meetings. 

This group has taken over the 
scheduling of club meetings, but 
when a club is asked to change its 
meeting date, in many instances, it 
refuses. Certainly no group can 
exist if its members do not support 
its actions. 


The formation of the interclub 
council is one of the best ideas 
which has hit the campus in some 
time, but regardless of its fine 
points or potentialities, a group 
must have support and active mem- 
bers in order to succeed. 


Many clubs have put on affairs, 
seen them fail, and then com- 
plained about poor student partici- 
pation. It’s getting to the point 
where clubs and organizations had 
better stop complaining about their 
neighbors’ premises and start look- 

tig in their own backyards.
